No Charges in Md. Jail Death 


The top prosecutor in Prince George’s 
County said on Tuesday that he does not 
intend to charge anyone in the death last 
year of a 19 -year- old jail inmate who had 
been accused of killing a police officer, leav- 
ing open the possibility that a slaying once 
denounced by the county executive as “vigi- 
lante justice” will go unpunished. 

State’s Attorney Glenn F, Ivey said that, 
after nearly a year of investigation, he does 


not have enough evidence to secure an indict- 
ment in the death of Ronnie L, White. Ivey 
embraced calls by civil rights leaders and 
the White family’s attorney for the Justice 
Department to take over the investigation. 

White was found dead June 29, 2008, less 
than 48 hours after he was accused of kill- 
ing a county police officer. The state medical 
examiner ruled White’s death a homicide. 

Ivey said he has not ruled out the possi- 


bility of bringing lesser 
charges, such as obstruc- 
tion of justice, against one 
or more officers. 

“You don’t want the 
tail wagging the dog,” Ivey 
said. “I think there will 
definitely be members of 
the community who will 
have concerns about anything other than a

Sotomayor Courts Support 



In a closed meeting, 
high court nominee 
vows to follow the law 

WASHINGTON [Judge Sonia Soto- 
mayor on Tuesday countered 
Republican charges that she would 
let her background dictate her 
rulings as Americans signaled 
a favorable first impression of 
President Obama’s first Supreme 
Court choice. 

A new Associated Press- GfK 
poll suggested Americans have 
a more positive view of her than 
they did for any of former Presi- 
dent George W. Bush’s nominees 
to the high court. Half backed her 
confirmation. 

As Sotomayor made her Sen- 
ate debut with a series of private 
meetings, Republicans said they 
would prefer to hold hearings on 
her nomination in September. 


Sotomayor told senators she 
would follow the law as a judge 
without letting her life experi- 
ences inappropriately influence 
her decisions. 

“Ultimately and completely, 
a judge has to follow the law no 
matter what their upbringing has 
been,” Sen. Patrick Leahy, D-Vt., 
the Judiciary Committee chair- 
man, quoted the nominee as saying 


in their closed- door session. 

Republicans are questioning 
how she would apply the law, not- 
ing her remark in 2001 that she 
hoped her decisions as a “wise Lati- 
na” would be better than those of 
a white male who hadn’t had the 
same experiences. Obama has said 
she misspoke; some Republicans 
have called the comment racist.

General Motors is selling the Hummer brand as it seeks to restructure its opera- 
tions in bankruptcy. GM said the sale of Hummer will save 3,000 jobs in the U.S. 


Company in China 
to purchase brand for 
undisclosed amount 

DETROIT I General Motors Corp, 
took a key step toward its down- 
sizing on Tuesday, striking a ten- 
tative deal to sell its Hummer 
brand to a Chinese manufactur- 
er, while also revealing that it has 
potential buyers for its Saturn and 
Saab brands. 

China’s Sichuan Tengzhong 
Heavy Industrial Machinery Co. 
said Tuesday afternoon that it 
reached an agreement to acquire 
the brand from GM for an undis- 
closed amount. 

Sichuan Tengzhong deals in 
road construction, plastics, resins 
and other industrial products, but 
Hummer would be its first step 
into the automotive business. 

GM said the sale will likely save 
more than 3,000 U.S. jobs in man- 
ufacturing and engineering, and 
at various Hummer dealerships. 
Tengzhong said it will assume 
GM’s existing agreements with 
Hummer dealers. 

“We will be investing in the 


Hummer brand and its research 
and development capabilities, 
which will allow Hummer to bet- 
ter meet demand for new products 
such as more fuel-efficient vehicles 
in the U.S,” Chief Executive Yang 
Yi said in a statement. 

As part of the proposed trans- 
action, Hummer will continue to 
contract vehicle manufacturing 


and business services from GM 
during a transitional period. For 
example, GM’s Shreveport, La., 
assembly plant would continue 
to contract to assemble the H3 
and H3T through at least 2010, 
GM said. AM General LLC in 
Mishawaka, Ind., makes the 
larger H2 under contract for GM.

Brazilian military planes found 
a 3 -mile path of wreckage in the 
Atlantic Ocean, confirming that an 
Air France jet carrying 228 people 
crashed in the sea. Defense Minis- 
ter Nelson Jobim said Tuesday. 

Jobim told reporters in Rio de 
Janeiro that the discovery “con- 
firms that the plane went down in 
that area,” hundreds of miles from 
the Brazilian archipelago of Fer- 
nando de Noronha. The plane had 
been headed toward Paris. 

“There isn’t the slightest doubt 
that the debris is from the Air 
France plane,” Jobim said. 

He said the strip of wreckage 
included metallic and nonmetallic 
pieces but did not describe them 
in detail. No bodies were spotted 
in the crash of the Airbus A3 30 
in which all aboard are thought 
to have died. 

The discovery came just hours 
after authorities announced they 


had found an airplane seat, an 
orange buoy and signs of fuel in a 
part of the Atlantic Ocean where 
ocean depths range from less than 
one mile to more than three. 

Jobim said recovery of the 
plane’s cockpit voice and data 
recorders and other wreckage 
could be difficult because much

an authoritarian society. 

“There has been a really inten- 
sified clampdown on quasi-public 
discussion of awareness of this 


event,” said Xiao Qiang, direc- 
tor of the Berkeley China Inter- 
net Project. 

China has the world’s largest 
online population, and Internet 
communities have proven influen- 
tial in spreading word of events. 

Authorities have also steadily 
tightened surveillance over China’s 
dissident community ahead of this 
week, with some writers already 
under house arrest for months. 

Government critics, includ- 
ing activist Ding Zilin and for- 
mer top government adviser 
Bao Tong, could not be reached 
amid reports that they had been 
ordered to leave the capital.

Church leaders from 
all D.C. wards endorse 
same-sex nuptials 

A diverse coalition of more than 
100 clergy gathered in a Southeast 
Washington church Tuesday to 
show their support for same-sex 
marriages in the District. 

“We declare that our faith calls 
us to affirm marriage equality for 
loving, same-sex couples,” said the 
Rev. Dennis Wiley, pastor of the 
Covenant Baptist Church, as he 
stood in the pulpit of his church 
before religious leaders from all 
eight wards of the city. 

The clergy, who have formed a 
group called D.C. Clergy United 
for Marriage and Equality, plan 
to challenge the efforts of a more 
conservative group of pastors who 
are pushing for a referendum on 
same-sex marriage. Last month, 
the D.C. Council voted to recognize 
same-sex marriages performed 
in other states, and some council 
members plan to introduce a sep- 


arate bill to allow the marriages 
to be performed in the District. 
Some members of Congress have 
said they will attempt to block 
same-sex marriage from becom- 
ing legal in the District. 

The group supporting same- 


sex marriage — comprising cler- 
gy from a wide range of Christian 
faiths and several rabbis — was 
formed in response to a group of 
pastors led by Bishop Harry Jack- 
son of Hope Christian Church of 
Beltsville. Together with the Min- 


isters Conference of Washington, 
D.C., and Vicinity, the more con- 
servative pastors have formed the 
Stand Up for Marriage Coalition to 
lobby against the D.C. Council leg- 
islation on same-sex marriage.

BALTIMORE I Many states that 
are cutting spending on schools,

Home Sales Surge in Extreme Buyer’s Market 


First-time buyers are 
taking advantage of

home buyers who agreed to buy a 
previously occupied home took the 
largest monthly jump in nearly 
eight years in April, but there are 


still plenty of danger signs for the 
battered U.S. housing market. 

Home sales appear likely to 
head upward this summer, poten- 
tially to levels not seen since 
the stock market collapsed last 
autumn, but prices are expected 
to keep falling well into next year. 
Layoffs, which are causing foreclo-

The National Association of 
Realtors said Tuesday its sea- 
sonally adjusted index of sales 
contracts signed in April surged 
6.7 percent to 90.3, far exceeding 
analysts’ forecasts. That was the 
biggest monthly jump since Octo- 
ber 2001, when pending home 


sales rose 9.2 percent. 

The big boost likely reflects 
the impact of a new $8,000 tax 
credit for first-time home buyers 
that was included in the economic 
stimulus bill signed by President 
Obama in February.

Q&A I Pharrell Williams recently 
admitted that he doesn’t sleep.

Rancid’s still a family 
affair on its folksy 
seventh album, ‘Let 
the Dominoes Fall’ 

M U S I C I Rancid guitarist-vocalist 
Lars Frederiksen has extended 
his love of punk rock to his child. 
“Me and my son have a little rit- 
ual: listening to Joe Strummer 
in the morning, his solo records. 
He loves that,” Frederiksen said. 
“I put on the Ramones, though, 
and he starts going crazy, throw- 
ing stuff around.” 

Bassist Matt Freeman also has 
two boys, so Rancid’s genetic leg- 
acy is safe even as the 18 -year- old 
band’s musical one continues to 
grow. Its first album in six years, 
“Let the Dominoes Fall,” features 
19 songs that are as familiar as 


they are great, a kind of punk- 
rock folk that is filled with inti- 
mate signifiers that only long- 
established musical forms and 
scenes possess. 

“I’m a huge folk fan,” said gui- 
tarist-vocalist Tim Armstrong. 
“The spirit’s still there, the com- 
monality, the chord changes.” 

The acoustic roots of Rancid’s 
songs are equally apparent on 
“Dominoes”: “Civilian Way,” “Skull 
City” and “The Highway” all sound 
like hopped-up folk tunes, while 
“New Orleans” has a honky-tonk 
vibe, and “Liberty & Freedom” 
sounds like Johnny Cash doing 
ska. “Basically, every Rancid song 
is written on acoustic guitar,” Fred- 
eriksen said, “and it goes back to 
Tim writing songs with his guitar 
in Operation Ivy,” the influential 
ska-punk band Armstrong and

Freeman were in previously. 

Folk music indicates commu- 
nity, too, and Rancid is nothing if 
not a gathering of friends, which 
includes new drummer Bran- 
den Steineckert. Several songs 
on “Dominoes” — including the 
anthemic first single, “Last One 
to Die” — profess the musicians’ 
everlasting love for one another, for 
punk rock and for Rancid. 

“We ain’t going nowhere, because 
we’re a really close band,” Armstrong 
said. “Even when we weren’t mak- 
ing a record, we’re still like family, 
and we’re still in touch with each 
other on a personal level. ... Even if 
some of the songs [on 'Dominoes’] 
are political and heavy, you get the 
sense that we really love to put these 
songs together.”

Fine Whiskey From a Grieving Band 


DMB finds a common, 
touching focus on a 
strong new album 

MUSIC I It’s a fitting start to a 
heartfelt tribute: the Dave Mat- 
thews Band’s new album opens 
with a minute of noodling saxo- 
phone from horn player LeRoi 
Moore, who died last August after 
an ATV accident. 

Moore’s death shocked his 


bandmates into a sudden sense 
of urgency: The group had spent 
nearly 18 months tinkering with 
ideas for a follow-up to its 2005 
album, “Stand Up,” when Moore 
died. The surviving musicians 
quickly finished “Big Whiskey and 
the GrooGrux King” (RCA), and it’s 
probably no coincidence that it’s 
their strongest album in years. 

Matthews finds a skillful bal- 
ance in his lyrics between off- 
handed whimsy and deeper reflec-

tions, and the others back him with 
a tighter version of the instrumen- 
tal interplay that has made it one 
of the most popular American 
bands of the past 15 years. 

As expected on an album dedi- 
cated to Moore, there’s plenty here 
about mortality and the fragility 
of life. Matthews sings of finding 
peace and acceptance on “L)dng in 
the Hands of God,” and he muses 
over things that are peculiar-funny 
(as opposed to ha-ha) on the lead 


single, “Funny the Way It Is.” 

He goofs around elsewhere, 
issuing a steady stream of odd- 
ball come-ons on “Shake Me Like 
a Monkey” and growling out lyrics 
through a humid swamp vibe on 
“Alligator Pie (Cockadile).” 

That song, full of banjo and 
Carter Beauford’s busy drumming, 
is a full-bore display of the group’s 
jammy instrumental prowess. 

Each is a reminder, along with 
most of the rest of “Big Whiskey,” 
of how impressive the Dave Mat- 
thews Band is when everyone 
finds a common focus, eric r. canton

FILM I The Oscar-winning docu- 
mentary short “Smile Pinki” (7 p.m,, 
HBO) offers a wonderfully uplift- 
ing story of human generosity and 
renewed hope. 

Told without narration in a 
cinema-verite style, “Smile” fol- 
lows medical volunteers as they 
scour the streets of the Indian city 
of Banaras (also known as Vara- 
nasi) and outlying villages, look- 
ing for children born with cleft lips 
and palates. They offer their fami- 
lies free surgery and medical care 
and the chance to start life over. 
Almost all of these young patients 
are born to the poorest of the poor. 
Most have been ostracized from 
their schoolmates. Many of the 
parents have been ordered out of 
their family for bringing a “mon- 
ster” into the world.

The film, under 45 minutes, is 
remarkably simple. Hundreds of 
parents and children arrive at the 
hospital (some like Pinki Kumari 
and her father walk three days to 
get there); they get a number and 
wait in line to undergo an evalua- 
tion and then a simple procedure, 
recover for several days and then go 
home. The film concludes with sim- 
ple scenes of formerly forlorn and 
outcast children playing with their 
peers. It’s as simple — and as world- 
changing — as that.

Wonders of Wall Drug 


Famed S.D. roadside 
destination is still 
attracting millions 

TOURISM I Ted Hustead’s family 
knows a thing or two about run- 
ning a tourist attraction during 
tough economic times. 

Consider Wall Drug, on the 
north edge of South Dakota’s 
Badlands. 

Hustead’s grandparents, Ted 
and Dorothy Hustead, bought the 
store in this small town in 1931 — 
during the Great Depression. 

Business limped along for near- 
ly five years until Dorothy Hustead 
thought of putting up road signs 
along the nearby highway offer- 
ing free ice water to weary travel- 
ers headed to the Black Hills and 
Yellowstone. 

That advertising campaign 
turned Wall Drug into an inter- 
national icon, elevating it from a 
roadside stop to a tourist attraction 
that draws about 2 million visitors 
a year. Wall Drug signs have been 
erected around the world. 

Now, the nation is enduring 
the toughest economic stretch 
since the Depression. And though 
business was down 4.6 percent in 
April compared to last year, Ted 
Hustead said he’s optimistic about 
the 2009 tourism season. 

“Typically, we’ve been pretty

recession-proof,” he said. 

Items for sale at Wall Drug 
include quirky photos and wall 
hangings, colored rocks, wood 
carvings, leather works, books, 
jewelry and mounted jackalopes 
— a mythical horned rabbit. 



Wall Drug still has free ice 
water but also sells its own brand 
of bottled water. And despite 
everything available to view and 
buy, the free water, served in a sou- 
venir cup, still draws people, said 
employee Barb Reckling. 

“They’ll come in and say. 
Where’s your water? We’re thirsty. 
It’s hot,”’ Reckling said as she tend- 
ed the ice cream and soda foun- 
tain.

Airlines to Request Personal Data 


WASHINGTON I Don’t be surprised 
if you’re asked to provide your date 
of birth and gender when booking 
plane tickets later this summer. 

The Transportation Securi- 
ty Administration has launched 
a new program called “Secure 


Flight” to improve security and 
reduce misidentification of pas- 
sengers who have names simi- 
lar to individuals on government 
watch lists. 

As part of Secure Flight, air- 
lines will ask passengers buying 


tickets to provide their name exact- 
ly as it appears on the government- 
issued identification they plan 
to use when traveling. Later this 
summer, airlines will also begin 
asking passengers to provide their 
birthdate and gender. 

Paul Leyh, TSA’s director of 
Secure Flight, said in a phone 


interview that by collecting the 
additional information before pas- 
sengers arrive at airport security 
checkpoints, “we can run it against 
the watch list and use it to clear 
passengers.” 

Leyh would not say which air- 
lines were implementing the pro- 
gram first. (AP)

Fill up a flat French 
pancake for a tasty 
dinner or dessert 

In many ways, the world is flat 
bread. Mexico has tortillas, Leb- 
anon the pita and India the dosa. 
France’s most common starchy 
disc for sweet or savory fillings: 
the crepe. And while whipping up a 
batch might seem challenging, it’s 
really just like an advanced Gal- 
lic session in pancake-making. “In 
France, crepes stand for comfort 
food and tradition,” says Provence 
native Cedric Maupillier, chef de 
cuisine of Central Michel Richard 
(1001 Pennsylvania Ave. NW; 202- 
626-0015). “They’re versatile and 
easy to make.” 

In Brittany, where 
crepes originated, 
savory crepes are 
most popular. But 
feel free to globe- 
trot for other ideas. 


Preparing a quick stack of the 
thin things is surprisingly simple. 
Just whisk together eggs, milk 
and flour, adding salt, sugar and 
water depending on the differ- 
ent recipes and traditions. The 
rounds are traditionally poured 
into flat-bottomed crepe pans, 
but any small, nonstick skillet 
or fry pan will do. 

“For the best crepe, make the 
batter at least an hour in advance, 
and let it sit,” says Lou Seibert 
Pappas, author of “Crepes: Sweet 
& Savory Recipes for the Home 
Cook” (Chronicle, $15). Pour out 
just enough batter to thinly coat 
the bottom of a well-oiled pan. 
Cook on one side, twirling the pan 
as you go. When it looks like it has 
set, flip with a spatula, and then 
cook it a minute or two longer. 


In Brittany, where crepes origi- 
nated centuries ago, savory crepes 
— called galettes — are most pop- 
ular. But when doing it yourself, 
feel free to creatively globe-trot for 
other ideas. “Think of them as bur- 
ritos, and fill them with things that 
sound good,” says Kyong Yi, owner 
of Fontaine Caffe and Creperie 
(119 S. Royal St., Alexandria; 703- 
535-8151). She doles out a popular 
Zenist crepe stuffed with curried 
Indian lentils and spinach, but you 
could just as easily jam your pan- 
cakes with German bratwurst or 
Norwegian smoked salmon. 


For a decadent dessert, crepes 
can be simple (Nutella inside, car- 
amel sauce outside) or more com- 
plex (Fontaine Caffe’s Late Nighter, 
with poached pears inside and but- 
ter pecan ice cream on top). 

Crepes also make an unex- 
pected, easy-to-prepare party 
food. And, ooh-la-la — you can 
even cook up a few dozen before 
guests arrive. They also freeze 
well for future occasions, Pappas 
says. “They can simply be layered, 
packaged and frozen. They thaw 
quickly, and each one can be peeled 
off one at a time.” Alternatively, Yi 


keeps premade batter on hand for 
up to two days, throwing it on a hot 
griddle as needed. Store-bought 
crepes will also work; try gourmet 
grocers or Emarkys.com, which 
sells a dozen for $6.40. 

In northern France, you’ll likely 
get a crepe that’s folded over once 
into a half-moon shape, but chez 
you, serve them any way you’d do 
a tortilla. “They can be pinwheels, 
pillows, folds or stacks to slice,” 
Pappas says. What’s important, as 
with any pancake the world over, 
is that they’re easy to slip into your 
mouth and enjoy, erin hartigan 



Savory Crepes 

INGREDIENTS 

->2largeeggs 
^ 1 cup milk 

1/3 cup water 

1 cup all-purpose flour, prefera- 
bly bleached 

1/4 tsp salt 

^2tbsp butter, melted, plus2to3tsp 
butterfor coating the pan 

IN A BLENDER or food processor, 
blend theeggs, milk, water, flour, salt 
and 2tbsp melted butterforfive sec- 
onds or until smooth. Cover and refrig- 
erate for at least one hour (two hours 
is preferable) or up to 24 hours. 

Gently stirthe batter if it has sep- 
arated. Heat a seasoned 6- or 7-inch 
nonstick pan over medium-high heat 
until hot. (Usea9-or 10-inch pan for 
larger crepes.) Coat the pan lightly 
with butter, lift it from the heat, and 
pour in 2 or 3 tbsp of batter for a 6- 
or 7-inch pan, or about 1/4 cup for a 
9-or 10-inch pan, tilting and rotating 
the pan to coatthe surface. 

Cook until almost dry on top and 
lightly browned on the edges, about 
one minute. Loosen the edges with a 
metal spatula and flip the crepe over, 
then cook the other side for about 15 
seconds, or until lightly browned. Turn 
the crepe out onto a clean towel to cool. 
Repeat with the remaining batter, wip- 
ing the pan with butter as needed. 

To serve immediately, cover the 
crepes with aluminum foil and keep 
warm in a preheated 200 F oven. To 
store, wrap in plastic wrap and put 
in a sealed plastic bag. Refrigerate 
for up to three days, or freeze for up 
to two months.
